$23 or $24. 


It is conceded, however, that the 


reduction in made-io-order clothing 
will not be more than $1 a- suit, if it 
amounts to that. . Clothing and cloths 
for this winter have nnt been affected 
at nil, and as those for use in the 
spring have for the most part, been 
made up, the reduction will not be ap- 
parent until next fall. 


.As to the reports that the importation 


of foreign fabrics under the new tariff 
measure will materially reduce' the 
cost of clothing, the merchants were 
all of the same opinion—that it' is 
grossJy exaggerated.
